Barton-on- Humber. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  that  during  the  past 
year  a systematic  inspection  of  the  town  has  been  made  by  me 
quarterly,  independent  of  many  casual  visits. 

Barton-on-Humber  is  situated  on  the  South  side  of  the 
River  Humber.  A good  part  of  the  town  lies  low  on  clay 
land ; the  district  round  the  town  rises  considerably,  and 
consists  of  Pasture  and  Arable  Land.  The  chief  industries 
are  Brickmaking,  Mailing,  Chemical  Manure  Works,  Rope 
Works,  Cycle  Works  and  Shipping.  A number  of  Vessels 
called  Keels  carry  Bricks,  Cement,  Rope,  Chalk,  etc.,  to 
Goole,  Hull,  Grimsby,  Yarmouth  and  London. 

Occupation. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  employment  in 
Cycle  Works,  Rope  Works,  Cement  Works  and  Brickyards. 

House  Accommodation. 

Numbea:  of  Inhabited  Houses,  1694.  Plans  passed  during 
the  year  for  Dwelling-houses,  5.  Additions,  alterations,  etc.,  8. 
The  houses  built  during  the  year  have  been  inspected  regularly 
during  their  construction  and  Certificates  of  Habitation  granted. 
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Water  Supply. 

Less  than  half  the  number  of  houses  are  supplied  from  the 
mains,  and  many  householders  have  complained  of  the  scarcity 
during  the  year. 

Food  Inspection. 

This  is  seen  to  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  calls  my 
attention  to  anything  out  of  order.  No  Food  or  Meat  was 
condemned  during  the  year. 

Factory  Act. 

The  Registered  Slaughter  Houses  and  Bake  Houses  have 
been  regularly  inspected,  and  minor  repairs  carried  out  where 
necessary.  Cow  Sheds,  places  of  storage  of  Petroleum  and 
Petrol,  Cycle  Works,  Rope  Works  and  Cement  Works,  have 
been  visited  by  the  respective  Officers  and  found  satisfactory. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Milk  Supply  is  good,  but  unequal  to  the  demand,  the 
Farmers  preferring  to  send  large  quantities  to  Hull  and 
Grimsby  than  to  supply  local  custom.  A few  Farmers  send 
milk  daily  to  the  town. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage.— Surveyor’s  Report. 

“ New  lengths  of  Sewer  constructed,  Holydyke  loo  yards. 

Sewer  extension.  Marsh  Lane. 

A new  15  in.  Sewer  is  in  course  of  constructon  from 
junction  with  High  Street,  with  outfall  into  the  Butts 
Road  sewer,  all  connections  being  made  good  as  the  work 
proceeds,  the  full  length  is  1400  feet,  of  which  500  feet  have 
been  completed.  The  whole  of  the  system  has  had  attention 
during  the  year,  but  it  would  be  most  beneficial  if  a number  of 
manholes  were  constructed,  so  that  the  system  could  more 
easily  be  inspected,  more  efficiently  flushed,  and  less  costly  in 
case  of  obstruction.  As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  it 
would  be  a decided  improvement  if  the  fresh  water  were  taken 
out  of  the  Butts  Road  length,  the  tax  on  the  sewers  which 
flow  into  the  Butts  Road  being  too  heavy,  and  the  outcome 
of  such  may  lead  to  serious  trouble  if  they  are  not  relieved.” 
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Housing  and  Town  Planning. 

Number  of  houses  inspected,  53.  Unfit  for  habitation,  5. 
Number  of  closing  orders,  5.  Remedied  without  closing  order, 
48.  The  five  houses  as  above  were  closed  voluntarily  on 
notification  to  agent  of  work  required.  The  bulk  of  the  houses 
inspected  required  increased  window  area,  yards  paved  and 
repairs  to  roofs,  etc.  The  number  of  inspections  are  200 
approximately.  Total  number  of  houses  in  Barton,  1696.  As 
far  as  possible  the  water-closet  is  substituted  for  the  privies. 

Scavenging. 

Many  complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time,  re  lack  of 
attention,  and  it  would  be  well  if  regulations  were  framed 
whereby  the  carts  containing  foul  matter  be  not  allowed  during 
the  day.  In  many  cases  the  period  between  collections  is  too 
Icng. 

Roads  and  Footpaths. 

Many  thousands  of  yards  of  Main  Roads  and  Highways 
have  been  repaired  and  maintained  during  the  year.  Kerbs 
and  flags  levelled  and  renewed  where  necessary. 

Schools. 

The  Schools  ordered  by  the  County  Council  to  be  built  in 
Back  Lane,  are  now  completed  and  school  work  commenced.. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  Barton. 

Mortality. 

The  Death  Rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  viz:  12.53 
against  10.8  the  previous  year. 

Cancer — Five  deaths 
Phthisis — Eight  deaths 
Bronchitis — Eight  deaths 
Pn«.umonia — Eight  deaths 
Heart  Disease — Six  deaths 

A severe  epidemic  of  Measles  was  rife  in  the  town  from  the 
end  of  September  to  end  of  November,  causing  9 deaths. 
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Births. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  Births  during  the 
year. 

Improvements. 

The  Electric  Light  used  by  the  Council  for  lighting  the 
town  is  a distinct  advantage  to  the  old  Gas  Lighting. 

Public  Health  Act. 

Much  work  has  been  carried  out  under  this  Act.  In 
addition  to  the  periodical  inspections  by  Inspectors  of  Bake 
Houses,  Slaughter  Houses,  etc.,  upwards  of  150  inspections, 
chiefly  comprising  blocked  Drains,  defective  Gutters,  lack  of 
Scavenging,  etc.,  the  whole  of  the  work  necessitating  some 
500  visits. 

Public  Prosecution. 

No  Public  Prosecution  during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  town  are  much  better 
looked  after.  Onr  Surveyor — Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson — is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  large  amount  of  satisfactory  work 
carried  out  during  his  residence  with  us. 

All  parts  of  the  town  have  been  visited  by  myself  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  quarterly,  as  well  as  many  numerous 
separate  visits.
